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Political Prisoners in Siberia 
Shot Down By the Soldiers 
of the Czar. 


A Graphic Account of the Whole- 
gale Slaughter of Defense- 
less Exiles at Yakutsk. 


Authenticated Statement of an Eye Witness 
Which Completely Refutes the Story Sent 
Out From St. Petersburg—Hew the 
Prisoners Were Entrapped Into an Atti- 
tude of Nebellion—To Petition Is te Re- 
volt in Russia—Corralled and Murdered 
by Cossacks—The Farce of a Court- 
Martial and the Result—The Matter to 
Be. Investigated by the British Howard 
Society—A Strong Picture of Life in 
Siberia. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 7. 
HE well-known lec- 
turer on Siberia, Mr. 
Geo. Kennan, has 
- given to the Asso- 
= ciated Press a ro- 
ume of voluminous 

=a Cc Orres p ondence, 
lately received py 
him, relating to the 
massacre of Russian 
political exiles at 
Yakutsk on April 3, 
last, the occurrence 
of which has been 
hitherto strenuously 
denied by the Rus- 
sian Government. 
One of these let- 
ters, written dy a 
survivor of the af- 
= fair, is sixty-one 
pages in length, and sets forth with great ex- 
actness of detail every particular of the 
massacre and the events leading up to and 
immediately preceding and succeeding it. 

Mr. Kennan declared the communications to 
be ofthe most impartial character, and even 
unimpassioned in tone, and said they were to 
ge thoroughly relied on; but he withheld the 
names of his correspondents, as a publication 
of their names would involve them jn trouble 
with the Russian Administration. 

THE STORY. 

lt appears, sald Mr. Kennan, that 

towards the latter part of February last thirty- 


three political prisoners, on their way to Verk- 


hoyansk and Sredni-Kolymsk, were quar- 
tered temporarily at Yakutsk, the first named 
places being distant from St. Petersburg 6,399 
and 7,518 miles respectively, in a part of Bibe- 
ria so remote from clvilization that it is sel- 
dom, if ever, visited by human beings. Verk- 
hoyansk is the frat village 2 

survivors ofthe Jeannette cume after they 
left the Lena Delta. Both places lay close to 
the Arctic Circle. Communication is main- 
tained between these two villages by means of 
reindeer sleds. 

The story of Mr. Keenan's correspondents 
agrees in many pafticulars with the account 
published Inthe London Times. but gives in 
addition many details heretofore unknown 
and the language of the writers is at times 
most graphic. 

They write that the former Governor of the 
Province of Yakutsk, Gen. Svetletski, had 
done all in his power to see that the exiles in 
his charge were forwarded as com- 
fortably as possible to this inhospitable 
region, but he being promoted 
to the Government of the Province 
of Yakutsk, wis successor, Gen. Ostashkin, 
who assumed the office temporarily in March 
last, gave great dissatisfaction to the exiles 
by the announcement of certain crue! and 
arbitrary rules which prevented their proper 
equipment for their journey, one rule being 
so manifestly impracticable in its applica- 
tion to the conveyance of exiles to their des- 
tinatlon as to draw forth personal remon- 
strances from one ofthe largest post con- 
tractors in the Province. Another rule cur- 
tailed the amount of baggage dy one- 
half which an exile was permitted to carry 
into the country, though no supplies 
of any kind could be purchased there. The 
two months’; snpbsistence money pre- 
viously given them was also withheld and 
they were forced under the new rules to take 
their departure from the prison instead of 
their residences, they being locked up the 


night before. 


TO COMPLAI™ I8 TO REBEL. 

Under the Russian code it is a criminal of- 
fense for political exiles to unite in a petition 
for a redress of grievances. Each exile there- 
fore prepared a separate petition and pre- 
sented it at the office of the Provincial Admin- 
istration. The letters then go on to tell how 
they were directed to assemble in the house 
ot one of the exiles and when there were told 
that the Governor regarded their individual 
petitions as merely an evasion of the law and 
their action equivalent to open rebellion. 

At 10 o’cloek the next day, writes one of 
the actual participantsinthe dreadful affair, 
re met again in Notkin’s house to tbe 
number of thirty-three. Among wus was 
Segius Kepger and his betrothed, Anna 
Zoarvastrova, the latter quite a young girl, 
and a man who had come in from one of the 
Yakutek settlements to make some purchases. 
These came to the house to sce their fellow 
exiles. At 10:30 the police overseer, Oiesof, 
brought a verbal order that all exiles present 
were to come to the police station. We thought 
that there must be some misunderstanding 
as we were waiting by the orders of the 
Chlet of the Police.

TRIED BY COURT-MARTIAL. 

Three months later the strvivyors were tried 
by court-martial on the charge of armed re- 
sistance. This court-martial was. composed 
as follows: President, Liéut.-Col. Saviliski, 
Capt. Korsakot, Capt. 2 ee — 
Termakot and one Fedrst. The trial began 
on June 6. The following 4 were put 
to each ot the prisoners at the trial by the 
presiding officer: 

Question: Do you observe the ceremonies 
of religion?’’ 

Answer: ‘*Since the day of our arrest, no. 

Q.: Do you adnere to your statements 
made at the preliminary examination?’’ (The 
statements were read over again to the pris- 
oner) and he replies, Tes. 

: Tou are accused of armed resistance 
to the authorities. What have you to say?’’

„The Court is not obliged to Inform you.“ 
The prisoner: Presence in the house is 

not proof of the accusation. I was there, but 
I did not make any armed resistance.

Beyond this, says one of Mr. Kennan’s 
correspondent’s, ‘‘the prisoners were al- 
lowed to say nothing in theit own behalf. 


THE RESULT OF THE TRIAL. 

Three of the prisoners were — 
Bernstein, who had been séverely wounded 
and was unable to stand, was taken to the 
scaffold on a cot bed from the hospital, the 
noose put around his neck and the cot taken 
from under him. He was choked to death. 
Fourteen others, including fourwomen, were 
sentenced for different terms ranging from 
ten to fifteen years. , 

‘*I consider that this inférmation received 
from Russla, said Mr. Kennanin conclusion, 
*‘so minute and circumstantial in every detail! 
and knowing the reliability of its source, to be 
a complete and conclusive answer to the re- 
cent strenuous denials of the Russian Govern- 
ment, which were published in a New York 
paper about two weeks ago.

A RUSSIAN RUBE. ~ 

When asked in regard tothe report lately 
circulated thatthe Russian Government in- 
tended to abolish the sending of exiles through 
Siberia on foot, and the construction of «a 
trans-continental rallway for their accom- 
modation, with others tapping the 
different mining districts en route, Mr. Ken- 
nan esaid: ‘‘All such announcements are 
merely ruses ou the part ot the Russian Gov- 
ernment to distract the attention of the pub- 
lic from the spectacle from time to time 
forced on the vision of civilized nations of 
unfortunate people being transported under 
circumstances of such atrocious oruelty 
that humanity shudders at their 
recital. The constant endeavor of 
Russian diplomatists is to lead outsiders to 
believe that a more liberaland humane pol- 
loy ip this respect is. being pursued year after 
yearandtopulithe wool over the eyes of 
such organizations as the Howard Society of 
Great Britain, to whom every credit 
should be given for the stand they 
have taken on the subject. This society 
will be represented at St. Petersburg at the 
coming Russian Congross by two delegates, 
men of wealth, convicsions and principles, 
who will strongty insist on sifting this Ta- 
kutsk matter tothe bottom, and record their 
ungualiied condemnation of the inhuman 
course pursued by the Russian Gov- 
ernment toward its political prisoners 
under the present diabolical administrative 
system, under which the dearest family ties 
are ruthlessly sundered on a say-so of a mere 
subordinate official, the number of cases 
coming before the Minister of the Interior 
every year preciuding anything but the brief- 
est investigation, he practically taking the 
report of subordinates as sufficient proof as 
the guilt of a prisoner. In many cases 
the examination of prisoners—their only 
form of treatment—is conducted by the 
gendarmes who make the arrest.

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COLLIERY DISASTER. 


Thirty Miners Still Missing—Death of the 
Captain - General of Cuba— Explosion on 
a British Cruiser—Iliness of Cardinal 
Pecci—The French Language in Canada 
—General Foreign News. 


LONDON, Feb. 7.—The work of remdéving 
the bodies ofthe miners who lost thelr lives 
by the explosion in the colliery at Abersychan 
yesterday, is being carried on as rapidly as 
possible. Already 155 bodies have been taken 
from the pit, and it is delleved that about 
thirty yet remain there. The ventilation of 
the pit has been restored and this greatly fa-. 
cilitates the efforts of the workers. A very 
pathetic incident in the work of rescue was 
the finding of the bodies of a father and his 
five sons lying in a group. They had not been 
burned at alland they appeared to be calmiy 
sleeping. All ot them had died from suffdca- 
tion. Several of the men who had volunteered 


for the work of rescue were made sick b 
handling the burned bodies and were oblige 
to come to the surface. 

THE DEATH LIST GROWING. 

The list of those who lost their lives by the 
etplosion in the colliery at Abersychan is con- 
stantly increasing. One hundred and seventy 
bodies have thus far heen taken from the pit 
and it is believed that the total number of per- 
sons Killed will reach 190.

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. J. — The situation 
here is more favorable. The water has fallen 
several inches and is rapidly going down, but 
even yet the only means of traveling on Front 
street is by boats, the water being too deep to 
permit pedestrians to walk on the streets, 
even with rubber boots. No correct estimate 
of the damage can be obtained until the river 
recedes within its banks.

Snow - Slides in Oregon. 


ASHLAND, Ore., Feb. 7.—The extent of the 
ddmago by the late rains to the Oregon & Call- 
fornia Railroad between here and Roseburg, 
100 miles north of here, cannot be estimated 


even approximately, but is very heavy. The 
railroad from Grant’s Pass to Roseburg is re- 
rted one continuation of slides. The 
streams all over Southern Oregon are repo 
as high, it not higher than in 1861. A re- 
port reached here late last night from Gien- 
dale of an immense slide on the railroad half 
a mile south of West Fork in Cow Creek 
Canyon. The slide came from a 
high mountain down to the bottom of the 
canyon, a distance of 800 or 1,000 feet, cover- 
ing the track and fillingthe canyon. The re- 
port says trees are standing on the slide the 
same as they were when it started from the 
summit. The water backed up in the canyon 
for a distance of 800 miles is 300 feet wide and 
from 50 to 75 feet deep. Tunnel Three is com- 
pletely buried in water. The creek is trying 
to cut through the slide, but theearth is 
jammed in so tight that so far it has not given 
away. Telegraph linemen bullta raft yester- 
day, and will try to geta line across the lake 
that has been formed.

CARONDELET CITIZENS PROTEST. 


1 Deepens Into Gloom, 


From the far-away precincts of Carondelet 
comes a wall quite long and loud. The Gas 
Trust is said to be probing the people of the 
little city,or rather,their pocketbook, and the 
oonsumers of the yellow glare“ have entered 


a mighty protest. It is the usual cry ot un- 
looked -for increases in the charges. In the 
first place the gas consumer in Carondelet 
ays $2.50 per 1,000 feet for gas, the Carondelet 
Gan Co., now a small part of the trust, having 
the right to charge that rate under its charter, 
which right is still claimed . by 
the trust and exercised. The 
bills for December, though larger than 
forthe months when the days were longer, 
were accepted by the people of the village as 
reasonable, but when the bills for Janus 
were presented a few days ago they were sai 
to be unreasonable. Among those whose bills 
were increased, but who do not want to be 
down as ‘‘kickers,’’ are A. M. Me- 
Jack P. Richardson, * J. W. 
0 John Kraus F. 1 Mott, 
Robert J. Kilpatrick, Charles W. Hecquen- 
bourg, M.J. Brennanand T. B. Pike, One 
of these gentleman, speaking of the matter 
to-day, said: 

„We are being gouged. The bills this 
month are, In some instances, doubled and 
several parties whom I have spoken to know 
they havo not burned any more gas than dur- 
‘Ing other months. Quite a number have made 
up their mind not to pay their bills until 
they are reduced. Ido not understand how 
the gas company can charge us $2.50 a thou- 
sand feet when the charge inthe cityis only 
$1.25 per thousand, or half as much. If there 
is no change In the charges a number of us 
will begin burning oil, not as a rebuke, but 
us a measure of economy. e oxorbitant 
charge for gas in our little town is enough 
to rive prospective residents away. 
If a person decides to build a house 
and will possibly burn $10 worth of gasa 
month and then learns that he can get gas for 
35 a mont in the city and save $50 or a 
year, he will probably doit. The gas fur - 
nishea is notof the best, anyhow. I have 
seen a gas jet change color several times in an 
evening, froma bright white light to a dull 
yellow.

JAMES MALLOY’S RECORD. 


Pension Examiner Galbraith Tells the 
Letter-Box Breaker’s Story. 


»The story told by James Malloy when he 
was arrested yesterday for breaking a United 
States mail box was mainly fiction,’’ 
said Special Pension Examiner Gal- 
braith this morning. ‘‘Jimmie an 
old fraud. He has kissed the 
Blarney Stone, and can tell a very clever 
romance when occasion serves. His chief 
trouble in life has been his unearthly appetite 


for rum. There is no reason for his destitu. 
tion other than his intemperate habits. 
He told the reporters yesterday that 
though he had served in the Mexican and 
civil wars he could pot get a pension 
because he had lost his papers. He was a 
soldier in the Seventh United States Infantry 
in the Mexican Warand on account of that 
service is recciving a pension of $8 per month. 
He was one ofthe first applicants after the 
law was passed to pension Mexican War vet- 
erans. There is not a particle of evi- 
agence to show that he was in the 
civil war, though that does not prove 
he was not, Not only is he receiving a pen- 
sion, but he has been admitted to the 
Soldiers’ Homes at Leavenworth, Kan., and 
Dayton, O., several times. He ieft these 
places of his own accord because he would 
not submit to the discipline. He is 62 years 
old, but able to do considerable work when 
sober. 

‘‘IT have had a great deal of trovble with 
him. Hehas come to me at least a dozen 
times in the last three years to recover his 
pension certificate. He woyid draw bis 
pension money, spend it in drink, and then 
pawn his certificate with some saloon keeper, 
wos | lender or notorious woman. hen 
the timefor the next payment of pension 
money approached he would come to me and 
tell a cock and dull story of how 
some person had got possession of his certifi- 
cate and would not give it up. Itis a viola- 
tion of lawforany person to pledge his cer- 
tificate orforany person to accept a pension 
certificcte in pledge. I have notified the per- 
sons who had his cortificate of this and they 
have immediately given it up. ‘The last 
time this occurred told him 1 
did not believe his stories and the next time 
he let his certificate go I should feel it my 
duty to swear out a warrant for his arrest. 

„1 met him on the street about five weeks 
ago. He was looking very seedy. I asked 
him why he did not straighten up and goto 
the Soldiers’ Home. I could get transporta- 
tion for him. But he would not go because 
there he would not be permitted to drink as 
much as he liked. He has a number of friends 
who have helped him and would heip him 

ain if he would let them. They have given 
him clothes many times that he bas pawned 
for drink.’’ 

City Physician Warren G. Priest this morn- 
ning exaypined Malloy in his cell inthe Third 
District Police Station and made the following 


report: 

. Ihave this day examined into the mental 
condition of James Malloy, arrested, charged 
with a violation of a Federal law, and would 
report as follows: Iam of the opinion that he 
is perfectly rational and that he shows no 
symptoms of insanity whatever. From my 
examination I would conclude that at the 
time of the violation of the law with which he 
is charged he was morally responsible for the 
extent and nature of the crime he was com- 
mitting.’’

CONSIDER THE BILL, TO-DAY. 


By Telephone Conduit Bill to Be Argued 
To-Day—The Sutter Contracts to Be 
Taken Up in the Council—A Discussion 
ofthe Lindell Bill Leads to a Religious 
Controversy, “ 


The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Delegates will take up Collector of 
Water Rates Temple's bill this afternoon. 
The bill when introduced into the Council 
provided for the reduction of water rates in 
three cases. The first was the hose rate, 
which hitherto has been and now is arbitrary 
and high. The rate w u cent per square 
foot, and it did not matter whether the tax- 
payer wanted to sprinkle one-halfor all his 
lot, he had to pay for itall. The license for a 
100-foot lot, for instance, would cost from $65 
to $85 a year, according to the size of the 
house, for the smaller the house the more 
square fect of ground to pay for. This bill 
provides new rates and a now method of as- 
sessment, which will reduce the maximum 
cost of sprinkling a 100-foot lot from $85 to 
$17.50. 

Another clause reduces the rate on small 
houses. At present four persons living ina 
two-room house would pay & a year for their 
water, whereas under the proposed ordinance 
they would only pay $1 per room. A ten- room 
house is only taxed $8 for water, yet a two- 
room house, occupied by four people, costs 
under the present system halt as much asa 


ten- room house. The rew ordinance proposes 


to make the tax $1 per room for houses having 
six rooms or less. 

The third clause reduces the rate in tone - 
ment houses from $1.50 to $lperroom. No- 
where is asupply of water more needed than 
in the tenement houses, the abode of the 
**great unwashed.’’ Yet the people who live 
in them have to pay higher rates than any one 
else. 

When this bill was introduced Into the Coun- 
ell the committee 

ADDED TO ITA CLAUSE 
repealing the ordinance which gives the An- 
hausor- Busch and Lemp breweries their water 
at l cent per 100 gallons while other manufac- 
turers pay 1% cents. They tnquired of Mr. 


Temple why these concerns received water 
cheaper than anyone else, and he told them 
that when that ordinance was granted An- 
hauser-Busch asked fora reduction in price 
on condition that they should use 100,000,000 
gallons a year. Lemp protested, and wanted 
to be let in and the result was 
that they were both given 8 
cent rate on 50,000,000 gallons per annum. 
The committee could not see the reason for 
this. The argument that the use of an unusu- 
ally large s of water entitled the user 
to a reduction in the price had no weight with 
the committee, and though Anheuser-Busch 
and Lemp fought the bill it passed by a unani- 
mous vote. It was understood that since the 
bill had passed the Council they would not 
fight it in the House, and it is expected that it 
will be reported and passed to-night. 

Mr. Temple said: ‘‘I Shall be very much 
disappointed it that bill does not pass. For 
twelve years the water ordinances have had 
no attention paid to them, and the only idea 
in this department has been to- increase the 
revenue. But that is not my idea. Water 
ought to be furnished at actual cost, if pos- 
sible. Itistrue that under the Scheme and 
Charter the water- works must be paid for out 
of the collections of this department, but 
atthe rate at which I have en collecting 
that will be done in about three years.

THE ATTEMPT TO FOIST A LOTTERY COM- 
PANY ON NORTH DAKOTA. 


Decent Citizens Make a Bitter Fight 
Against the Bill, but Without Ava 
Money Openly Used — eme of the 
Bribes Offered—Scenes in the Senate 
When the Measure Came Up. 


BISMARCK, N. D., Feb, 7.—The excitement 
over the attempt to introduce the Louisiana 
State Lottery into North Dakota has con- 
stantly increased since the passage of the bill 
by the State Senate on Wednesday evening. 
The vote in the Senate, 2 to 8 in 
favor of the Colby bill, was such as 
to make the friends of the measure jubilant. 
The preachers and all respectable citizens who 
oppose the bill are working hard and are still 
confident. They openly put before the legis- 
lators the fact that Louisiana has become 
ashamed of the swindle and of the disgrace it 
bas brought upon the State, that consequently 
Lovisiana will never renow the charter of the 
lottery company which expires in 1893, and that 
North Dakota will bury herself in ignominy 
if she throws her protection around a schem o 
of robbery which no decent commonwealth 
would tolerate. 

THE FIRST SECTION OF THES BILL. 

The first section of the bill, as passed in the 
Senate, does not mention the Louisiana State 
Lottery, but it isso drawn that no other con- 
cern of the kind could take advantage of it. It 
reads as follows and explains the whole 


scheme: 
FIRST SECTION OF THE BILL. 

Any lottery heretofore organized, incorporated and 
established in any other State of the United States 
whose soul purpose or one of whose purposes shall 
have been to provide means for either educational or 
charitable purposes, or both, and neving & — up 
capital of sto00.000 or over, may carry on business in 
this State and may become a domestic body corporate 
therein on complying with the terms and provisions 
of this act. Provided, that said corporation shall be 
in existence as such foreign corporation at the time 
of filing the certificate hereinafter required and that 
it shall have a valid charter, duly granted by the Leg- 
islature or recognized by the Constitution of such 
State, and that during a period of twenty years it 
shail have paid annually, acc rding to the provisions 
of its charter, to the State officer or to the institution 
in said charter for educational or charitable pur- 
poses, or both, at least the sum of $75, 

A BITTER FIGHT. 

Protests are pouring in as thick as locusts, 
and there is every indication of a long and 
bitter struggle to come. This struggle will 
not be had in the Assembly. On the contrary, 
that body is almost certain to pass the mess- 
ure by a larger proportionate majority than 
that in the Senate. Rut Gov. ner has 
announced his determination to return the 
bill to the Legislature without bis signature, 
relying upon what the opponents of the 
lottery scheme call the better element. 
Whether this better element in North Dakota 
la in the majority remains to be seen. 

The religious bodies now represented at the 
capital are numerous and earnest, and the 

reachers who are in the city almost outnum- 

r the legislators whose acts they are here 
to wateh. On the other hand, the friends of 
the lottery are loud in their assertions that 
the 2 of the State favor this plan for 
raising funds. They confidently assert that, 
oven though the Governor should veto the 
bill, the Legislature will promptly pass it over 
his veto by the required two-thirds vote, and 
itisopenly said that all preparations have 
been made to go ahead immediately with the 
business as soon as the house passes the 
measure for the first time. 

A STRONG PROTEST. 

Chief Justice Corless of the Supreme Court, 
immediately after bearing that the bill had 
been introduced in the Legislature, sent the 
following telegram to State Senator George 
B. Winship: 

„Save North Dakota from the stigma of be- 
ing the tool of zumblers under the guise ofa 
lottery. Poverty we can stand—infamy 
never!“ 

. THE DANGER BEHIFD If. 

The pretense under which this ortrage is to 
be accomplished is the present d jbarrassed 
condition of the State finances. It i proposed 
that tho lottery company shall pay the State a 
license of at least $75 ,000a year. The combi- 
nation has developed ample strength to pass 
the measure by a large majority in the Legis- 
lature. It is developed that the Governor will 
veto the bill, and the combination is now 
forming to makesure of the necessary two- 
thirds with which to pass ik over 
his veto. It is eonceded that 
they have already secured the neces- 
sary number in the House, and according to 
the most relieble reports they do not at most 
lack more than two votes of having the 
requisite number in the Senate. The purpose 
is to establish an oligarchy here which shall 


#7 | control our politics as absolutely asit is now 


done by the same power in Louisiana. The 
formidable dimensions which the conspiracy 
has already assumed have had the effect to 
intimidate many public men who at heart are 
against ite consummation. It is openly 
stated that any public man who op- 

oses it will have no future in this 

tate if the scheme goes through successfully. 
Money Is being used to an unprecedented de- 
gree and those who can not be reached In this 
way are threatened, flattered, or cajoied, as 
occasion requires. All legislation is blocked 
and no man can now get * measures ot im- 
portance through unless he comes into the 
combine and agrees to support it. Many votes 
have been secured In this way. 

WILD SCENES IN THE SENATE. 

There were wild scenes in the Senate on 
Wednesday, the day on which the bill passed 
that branch ofthe Legislature. It had been 
announced that the Senate would proceed to 
the consideration of the lottery bill imme- 
diately after assembling, and that no other 
business would be transacted. As a result of 
this half the population of Bismarck adjourned 
from work and started for the Senate Cham- 
ber. That apartment, large as it is, was in- 
sufficient to accommodate even a small part of 
the people that wanted to get in, and the con- 
sequence was that a howling mob clustered 
around the building all day long, while the 
galleries were packed and jammed with 
bruised and unhappy men. There was no 
chance forthe women. The noon trajn from 
the east brought in a big delegation of North 
Dakota ministers eagerto add their protests 
to those of their brethren who bad already ar- 
rived, and each was loaded down with docu- 
ments. They all made for the State House, 
but very few could get in, and the unfortu- 
nates who were left outside spent their time 
in distributing the arguments against the 5111 
among the crowd. 

Those of the spectators in the galleries who 
had come in the expectation of witnessing a 
bitter ight were not disappointed. Numerous 
frantic efforts were made to adjourn by the 
enemies of the lottery, but all were defeated, 
and the lottery men played the freeze-out 
game. Itsucceeded. By night-time the op- 
ponents of the bill were hungry, tired and 
disgusted. They said that it was of no use to 

rolong the struggle, and at last gave 

mn as gracefully as possible, not, how- 
ever, before petitions and protests from every 
part of the State had been read. These pro- 
tests were nearly all couched in about the 
same phrases. They all prayed the legisiators 
to consider that the passage of the bill and the 
establishment of lotteries in North Dakota 
would be an everlasting disgrace to the State 
and to themselves. But it was of no use.

LTHOUGH the out- 
look for a World's 
Fair is not as 
favorable as it was, 
the chances of St. 
Louls obtaining 
the coveted prize. 
if it is awarded to 
any one, ar 
deomed better 
than ever before. 
The political com- 
plications that 
have arisen have 
unquestionably 
proved detriment- 
al to the prospects 
of the fair, but the 
members of the 
St. Louls delega- 
tion in Washing- 
ton write that this city has gained many 
friends by the non-partisan position that it 
has steadily maintained, and that many who 
have hitherto been opposed to its candidacy 
will favor it if the question is so presented 
that either St. Louis or some other city must 
be awarded the Worid’s Fair. 
THE CONTRO#ERSY 
in New York bas disinclined many who were 
previously desirous of holding a World's 
Fair to favor this project. What was originally 
intended was to have an International exposi- 
tion that would be conducted dy the Govern- 
ment, and would not be run by politicans. 
The first discouragement that those who held 
this idea met with was when the committee of 
the House of Representatives decided that the 
Government would not take ge of 
the exposition, or contribute anything 
toward its maintenance, but would occupy 
the position of a simple exhibitor. When this 
was made manifest many who were previous- 
ly anxious to celebrate the discovery of 
America by afair which would be worthy of 
the United States, grew lukewarm, and were 
disinclined to give the indorsement of Con- 
gress to what must necessarily prove to be a 
mere State exhibition. When the troubles 
arose in the New York Legislature in regard 
to the fund, based not on the fitness of those 
to be placed in charge, but upon their politi- 
cal affiliations, a still stronger opposition 
arose and it is freely predicted that there will 
be no World's Fair at all. 
THE ADHERENTS OF WASHINGTON 
have taken the lead inthis movement, and 
are among those most prominent in deolar- 
ing that they will do their best to defeat any 
exposition project that will be empioyed to 
influence polites. The Southern Democrats 
have very generally joinedthe Washington 
forces, and state that they will have no hand 
in placing a great power at the command of 
of those who will use it for 
the purpose of endeavoring to defeat the 
Democratic party. The offer made to post- 
pone the Fair until 1893 is not considered as in 
any way answering these objecti „ a8 an 
immenee number of workmen eau be em- 
ployed ata time when their votes will be of 
use. In this position the Southern Democrats 
will be reinforced by many Northern Repub- 
licans, us the party in New York is divided 
into two factions, neither of which is willing 
to see the other succeed. The situation in 
Chicago is very much the same, although not 
as yet to the same degree, and scores of those 
whoamonth ago were uncompromising in 
their support of a Worild’s Fair declare that 
under the present conditions they will vote 


against it.

A GREAT GRIEF, 
SECRETARY TRACY WILL REMAIN AT HIS 
POST IN THE CABINET. 


Although Shattercd by the Shock of His 
Great. Loss, He Will Persevere in His 
Life Work—The Disposition of Mrs. 
Tracy’s Remains — Au Affecting Inci- 
dent.

8, T. Stranahan and Gen. James Jourdan, 
have advised him that every consideration de- 
mands that he stay at his post, and he will. 
At a time like this, occupation for his mind 
will be bis sal vation. 
WILL BE BURIED IN GREENWOOD. 

The General said that the matter of the final 
disposal of the remains of Mrs. Tracy and 
Miss Mary Tracy was still under consideration 
and the final interment would be either at 
Greenwood or at Owego, N. Y. 

My family,’’ said the General, has lived 
here for over twenty years, and in this city 
Gen. Tracy achieved the greatest triumphs of 
his life. I think that until Mr. Stranahan 
arrived in Washington it was pretty definitely 
settled that the remains of my sister and my 
niece would be finally interred at Owego, but 
Brooklyn’s first citizens said that Greenwood 
was the place, as Brooklyn had been the 
theater of Gen. Tracy’s success as a lawyer 
and it was from this city that he had been 


called to the Cabinet. The final interment 
will be private and without any demonstra- 
tion whatever.’’ 

In reply to a question as to whether the 
Secretary could recall any of his experiences 
during the fire, Gen. Catiin replied: ‘‘I had 
an hour’s talk with him alone over the inci- 
dents of the sad event. He told me he had but 
one lucid interval after waking from sleep be- 
fore losing consciousness. He saw the smoke 
all around him and he remembers calling out: 
‘My God, we ars all lost. His next awaken- 
ing wastofind the President bending over 
him at Mr. Bancroft Davis’ house.’’ 

AN AFFECZING INCIDENT. 

The General then feelingly Alinded to the 
great tenderness of President arrison and 
his family toward the living ana the dead. 
‘*I madeablundering attempt myself to nerve 
up the Secretary which resulted in a way I 
never contemplated,’’ he continued. 1 
heard Mrs. Wilmerding’s daughter say to her 
mother: ‘Mamma, why do youcry? It is true 
that grandma and Aunt Mary are gone, but we 
have papa left. You must take care of 
him you know, 
straight to Gen, Tracy and repeated to 
hi ebe the ohild had said. He looked at 
me for a instant and then uttered such acry 
of anguish as I had never heard. The strong 
man sobbed as if his heart would break. 

**I begged Gen. Jourdan, who had suffered 
the loss of hisown daughter, to try and com- 
fortthe Secretary, and he succeeded well. 
*‘Goneral,’ said the Secretary to him, @ know 
you have suffered yourself, but your dinghter 
did anatural death while my deat ones per- 
ished sofrightfully.’

ENGLISH INVESTORS WANT TO CONTROL 


AMERICAN FACTORIES. 7 


Disadvantages Under Which Eastern. Man- 
ufacturers Labor—The Leather Trade as 
a Factor jn the Proposed Deal—Combina-

New Ton., Feb. 8. 
HERE have been many 
rumors rife tor several 
weeks in the boot and 
shoe trade to the effect 
that an English syndicate 
had purchased or was 
about to purchase a con- 
trolling interest in this 
branch of American 
manufacture. The ab- 
sorption of 80 many 
breweries throughout 
the United States, and 


the evident desire of English capitalists to 
invest their money in profitable directions 
among the American manufacturers, lent ad- 
ditional color to these rumors touching the 
boot and shoe trade. The statement is made 
with much color of truth that Louis and 
Lawrence Contensin, of this. city, asked 
the Bay State Stos and other con- 
cerns in the Eastern States If they were willing 
to sell out and on what terms. This inquiry 
was made in the name of an English syndicate 
and it was sald that the syndicate is prepared. 
to come to terms with all prominent man- 
ufacturers of boots and shoes, but will not 
enter into negotiations with any manufacturer 
whose plant and business is worth less than 
$700,000. It is a positive fact that many of the 
boot and shoe companies of New England 
would be glad to sell if they could obtain 
prices anywhere near those given for brew- 
eries, but as English investors ask trouble- 
some questions, there is very little prob- 
ability that the control of this business will 
pass into forvign hands. 
CRY OF OVER-PRODUCTION. 

„The fact is, said a prominent boot and 
shoe manufacturer yesterday, ‘‘there is a 
heavy over-production in our business. I 
cannot afford to be quoted, but you may rest 
assured of one thing, which is that while trade 
is very active ia boots and shoes the compe- 
tition is so keen that profits have been greatly 
reduced. New manufacturing companies are 
springing up, noticeably in the West, and 
they enter the market with prices so cut as to 
stagger the older concerns. Of course, 


a company that has by long industry 
and conservative methods made a reputation 
for its goods cannot well be deprived of its 
trade, but they are all compelled to reduce 
prices. We, for instance, are content to ac- 
cepta profit of even 8 percent rather than 
lose our trade and we do so in hopes the time 
will come when younger manufacturers will 
see that they are destroying the entire busi- 
ness. Thestories about English syndicates 
coming and gobbling up a controlling interest 
in the boot and shoe manufacture are too good 
to betrue. I know of many companies and 
firms who would be only too glad to unload if 
they ceuld profitably do so. eall Know that 
there have been investments made 
in several American -. industries by 
which brokers and middle men have 
made huge commissions. This success has 
led certain people in New York to believe thas 
immonse fortunes can be made by the organ- 
ization of syndicates to purchase existing 
shoe manufacturing plants, It costs nothing 
for a promoter to walk in and ask the presi- 
dent of a prosperous company to ux a price on 
his plant, and even if the president does name 
a sum the promoter incurs no risk. There is 
abont $150,000,000 invested in the leather trade 
and $200,000,000 in the boot and shoe business. 
I mention both for they are so mixed up that 
in such questions as an absorption of a con- 
trolling ſnterest each affects the other. 
MUST CONTROL THB LEATHER TRADES. 

„By thig I mean that no syndicate can hope 
to control the boot and shoe market unless it 
also gets a firm hold on the leather interests. 
It the Evglish capitalists want to gobble up 
the boot and shoe production of this country 
they must send over $200,000,000,and even then 
take great risks for they must oxpect to have 
man age TP yr concerns thrown on thelr 
bands, samatter of fact, shoe mannfac- 
turers pay very little attention to these 
rumors. ery few are willing to give an op- 
tion on their business. They know that sound 
business principles teach thatthe best way 
is to go on making good shocs and seil them 
for the best profit competition will afford. All 
these schemes to create colossal corporations 
and issue stock with enough water to drown 
investors may yield fortunes to promoters, 
but they are sure to unsettle commercial val- 
ues and destroy publie confidence. Of course 
it may happen that a few companies may find 
foreign purchasers, butthere is no possibie 
danger thatthe control eltherofthe leather 
or the bootand shoe interests will ever pass 
into the hands of English capitalists.’’

SACRAMENT TO THE DYING. 


Archbishop Kenrick Administers It for the 
First Time in Many Years. 


The sudden death of Kate Cashion, the cook 
in the household of Archbishop Kenrick, 
which occurred last Monday, was attended by 
an incident which has been much talked about 
among the Catholicos of 886. John’s parish and 
the clergy. It was that, owing to circum- 
stances, the venerabie prelate was called on 
to perform a duty which he had long since re- 


signed. For many years past, in fact since he 
was madea Bishop, the Archbishop has not 
administered the last rites of the Catholic 
Church to the dying. but de per- 
formed that service or Kate Cashion, 
his cook. The woman, while attending 
to her work Monday morning about llo’ciock, 
was taken suddenly ili. At first the attack 
seemed only temporary, but it was soon made 
manifest to the ladies of the household, 
Misses Jane and Lizzie Eustace, that it was of 
a most serious character, and they came to 
the conclusion that they had better send for a 
priest. They dispatched a messenger to the 
parochial residence, on Sixteenth and Chest- 
nut streets, to summon one of the clergymen 
to zgivethe dying woman the last sacraments. 
Father Brady being necessarily absent on 
some duty, and Father Morrissey and Father 
Coffey having gone to attend the funeral ser- 
vices over Kev. Fsther Innocntius Wapel- 
horst which were being solemnized at the 
Church of the Franciscans near Maryvilie, no 
one responded to the call. Three times the 
messenger was sent to the priest’s house, and 
as they had not returned and the sufferer was 
growing weaker and her symptoms more 
alarming, one of the household rushed to 
Archbishop Kenrick, who had not been made 
acquainted with the cook's illness, 
and told him they feared death was approach- 
ing, and also of their inability to obtain a 
priest. His Grace lost not an instant in 
reaching the sideof the dying woman and 
administered all the last rites of the Roman 
Catholic Church. He remained with her until 
she expired, which was shortly after his ap- 
pearance. 

At the funeral, which took piace at St. 
John's Church, Tuesday morning, there were 
very few present, Miss Lizzie Eustace bein 
the only one from the late home of the dea 
woman. The altar, however, had been 
beautifully decorated with lights and flowers 
by the Sucristan, Michael Fisher.

HENSON TO HANG. 


A Jury Deliberates Half an Hour and Con- 
viéite Him of Murder. 


At 4:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
twelve mien selected to try the case of the 
State of Missouri against Henry Henson, 
chargéd with murder in the first degree, filed 
from the jury room to their seats in the box. 


A moment later the foreman handed the clerk 
the verdict which sends Henson to the ga)- 
lows. It found the defendant guilty as 
charged. 

When Henson heard the verdict his legs 
moved slightiy asthe word ‘‘guilty’’ fell on 
his ears. hen his pale face grew a shade 
more sallow, his hand clutched convulsively 
atthe arm of his cheir, and he N 
forced back a dig lump which had almost 
filled his throat. edid not shed a tear, and 
beyond afew biinks of bie deep-set cyes his 
face showed no trace of the emotion he must 
have felt, 

The attorneys for the defense at onoe asked 
that the jury be polled. Thie formality over, 
a deputy sheriff tonched the condemned man 
on the shoulder and led him back to the hold- 
over cage. Ten minutes later he was in his 
cell in the jail. Even then he showed no signs 
of any unusual feeling, only remarking to the 
officers who had him in charge that it was 
‘*pretty hard. 

enry Henson was convicted of the murder 
of his wife Ida, whom he shot through the 
head at their home, 405 South Second street, 
on the evening of February 4, 1889. The kill- 
ing was unprovoked. It was witnessed by the 
1 year- ol son of the victim dy 
a former marriage. who appeared 
as the principal witness in court. enson 
pleaded that the revolver was accidentally 
discharged, but the dissenting testimony was 
overwhelming and the jury found for murder 
in the frat degree on the first ballot. The 
thirty-seven minutes spent in the jury-room 
was taken up in the examination of the indict- 
ment and the reading of Judge Normile's in- 
structions. 
Henson must now hang unless the Governor 
or Supreme Court interferes. Four days are 
given the attorneys for the defense in which 
to file the motion for a new trial. This will in 
all probapility be overruied and sentence 
pronounced. e case will then go to the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri.
